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3. WE AGREE THAT IT MOST UNLIKELY THAT TUNISIANS 
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WOULD AGREE TO NATO VISIT, AND OBVIOUSLY NO APPROACH 
SHOULD BE MADE WITHOUT FULLEST CONSULTATION BEFORE- 
HAND AMONG PARTIES CONCERNED.
